public at the State House today. 
Recommendations of the board are: 
That the Legislature pass the act to 
make uniform the law of transfer of title 


‘to shares of stock in corporations, rec- 


ommended for adoption by the ‘confer- 
ence of commissioners. 

That the Legislature pass the act to 
make uniform the Jaw of bills of Jading, 
recommended for adoption by the con- 
ference of commissioners. 

That no amendments to any of the s0- 
called uniform acts be passed by the 
Legislature until the sume have been re- 
ferred tO the conterence of commissioners 
and approved by that body. 

The late James Barr Ames was a 
member of the board. The other mem- 
bers are Samue] Ross and Hollis R. 
Bailey. % 
Commissioners. Ames and Bailey at- 
tended the nineteenth conference of com- 
missioners on uniform state -laws held 
during the past vear at Detroit. 

At this conference Commissioner Arges 
was appointed a member of the commit- 
tee on commercial law, and of the ¢om- 
mittee on the Torrens land registration 
system. Commissioner Bailey was ap- 
pointed a member of the committee on 
banks and banking. 

The Massachusetts delegation, mote:

ing child labor launched, and Commis- 
sioner Bailey was made chairman of a 
special committee, of five tp arrange for 
the public hearing which was held earlier 
in the year at Washington. ° 

The treasurer of the national confer- 
ence having asked. the members to urge 
upon the legislatures of their respective 
states the necessity of appropriating a 
reasqnable sum of ‘money for carry ing on 
the, work of the confetence, the members 
of the Massachusetts board recommend 
‘that the Legislature authorize the board, 
in its discretion, to contribute $100 per 
year toward the expenses of the con- 
ferenee; the money to come out of the

A bill was introduced into the present 
Legislature calling for the application 
of the building and fire protection laws, 
relating to theaters, to the buildings 
and «rooms in which moving picture 
shows are exhibited to the public. No 
one appeared in support of the bill, how- 
ever, so it will doubtless be dropped 
until another year. 

In this connection it may be said that 
state and city authorities show the 
most couscientious activity in enforcing 
all rules under which they act. Rigid 
inspection is made of all the projecting 
apparatus by the factory inspectors of 
the district police, and the rules for pub- 
lic gatherings are’ enforced as far as is 
possible where there is not constant 
police supervision. 

License Clerk Casey, who has the 
granting of all licenses in charge, is 
most thorough in looking up all appli- 
cations for licenses to give moving pic- 
ture exhibitions, and the quality of the 
neighborhood in which they are to be 
given is carefully considered. When- 
ever objection is made by clrurch author- 
ities in the district the applicants are 
finally refused a license. 

“[ have refused over 50 applications 
for licenses for moving picture shows.” 
suys Mr. Casey, “on account of various 
objections to the standing of the appli- 
cants, or because of religious protests. 
[ am now investigating a half dozen ap- 
plications, and they must bear the test 
of most thorough examination and con- 
sideration the sentiment of the dis- 
trict in which they. are to operate before 
a permit will be granted.

NEW YORK—The Herald says in a 
despatch from Athens: 

After a fervent appeal by Premier Dra- 
goumis, who declared that the belief that 
the revisionist assembly might. become 
a constituent assembly is quite base- 
less, the Chamber of Deputies Thursday 
adopted the motion submitted by the 
premier authorizing the government to 
proceed to the revision of the constitu- 
tion.

The premier announced that the as- 
sembly would meet Sept. 14.

GOVERNMENT BUYS. 
-BAGK A YALUABLE 
MINING CONCESSION 


PEKING—The concession, originally 
secured under imperial edict, for the 
working of the Anhui-Tung-kwanshan 
mines is to be bought back by the Chi- 
nese government. The concession, ob- 
tained by the London and China Syndi- 
cate, was very soon found to be of the 
greatest value. Four hundred men were 
working in the mines, and it is estimated 
that 6,500,000 tons of iron ore, valued at 
£836,000, are in sight. It appears that 
as soon as the value of the concession 
was realized efforts: were made by the 
Chinese go¥ernment to prevent the ex- 
Mport of the ore. This called forth pro- 
tests from the syndicate, and a working | 
arrangement was proposed by the Chi- 
hese, but this the throne refused ta 
ratify: The British foreign office then 
intervened and negotiations were opened 
for the surrender of thé concession.

At Harvard the whole forward line of 
the preceding year was back: Hicks, 
Hfornblowér, Morgan and Gardner, with 
Leslie as a substitute. An entirely new 
defense had to be found and this has 
been Harvard's weak point throughout 
the season. 

As in former vehrs, the Yale team 
was handicapped at the very outset: by 
lack of iee. Moreover, Stevens, one of 
last year’s all collegiate players, was 
forced to give up hockey. : 

The holiday’ trip was not very en- 
couraging. resulting in an even break. A 
series of two out of three games was 
lost to Princeton. and a similar Series. 
won from Cornell. 
lamentable lack of practise and hence of 
team work. Through a ceries of unavoid- 
able circumstances 
‘Dilworth were forced to discontinue play- 
ing for the remainder of the season, 
causing a continual shifting in the per- 
sonnel of the team which acted-strongly 
against its unity. 

Out of the five games played in the 
intercollegiate series.

COURT SAYS BOSTON 
CANONLY TAKE LAND 
NEEDED FOR STREET 


In response to an order seeking the 
opinion of the supreme court as to the 
constitutional power of the Legislature 
to authorize the city of Boston to lay 
out a great thoroughfare by eminent do- 
main or otherwise, and to take quanti- 
ties of land on either side of the’ thor- 
oughfare and rear streets, with a view 


to the subsequent disposal for use by 
private individuals of so much of the 
property as lies on either side of the 
thoroughfare, the court replied today, 
affirming the constitutional power of the 
city to take land for the thoroughfare, 
but denying its right to the latter prop- 
osition. \ 

This is the project in which the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce and the joint 
board of metropolitan improvements has 
been much interested. ( 

The power of the city by its officers, 
says the unanimous opinion, is undoubted 
to lay out and construct a street or 
thoroughfare in any place within the 
city pr of any width or mode of con- 
struction if it is found that public neces- 
sity and convenience require it. 

The decision continues: “The question 
seems to relate particularly to the pow er 
of the Legislature to take and use land 
outside of the proposed thoroughfare for 
purpostg which have no direct retation to 
the construction or use of the street 


for travel.” 

It is a rule of law universally recog- 
nized in this country that this cannot 
be done unless the taking or expenditure 
is for public use. é

The regrettable feature of the whole 
situation appears to be in the influence 
the pictures of crime and violence and 
vulgar variety acts tend to have upon 
the character and ideals_of life of the 
great numbers of children that see them. 

It can be repeated that if parents were 
fully aware of the things their children 
see and hear at these shows, many times 
and in many cases they would forbid 
their attendafite, or at least see thut 
they went only to the few commendable 
places of the sort, and then only in 
the company of older. persons. 

This would have the effect of prevent- 
ing the children innocently forming unde- 
sirable acquaintances, which is very 
often the case. Although interested per- 
sons will deny this, it is nevertheless 
a fact, easily capable of proof. : 

As to the cheap vapiety acts, it is 
to be doubted if they 8 be much bet- 
tered. The slight profit: made in the 
smaller halls makes it impossible to 
pay the performers much in view of 
the high rental paid for the ‘films. 

Moreover, it is exceedingly difficult 
to get any one in the moving picture 
business to admit that any film is unde- 
sirable if it proves entertaining to its 
audiences. , Here again the question of 
personal responsibility arises. 
these managers, as has been said, feel a 
certain responsibility for the quality of 
the shows they provide. The majority 
certainly do not, judging from the nature 
of the entertainment ‘they offer. 

One thing is certain.. Parents and 
guardians should recognize. their respon- 
Very young chil- 
dren should not be allowed to enter these 
shows unaccompanied by adults. 

Censorship of these shows .is a crying 
necessity,-but how an efficient censorship 
can be instituted and maintained is a 
good deal of a problem. Under the 
present laws nothing ean be done that 
is not already done by the authorities. 

New regulations are needed which will 

ore rigidly govern the quality of the 
perforthance, the methods of handling the 
audiences, provide for the absolute prohi- 
bition of overcrowding of inadequate 
stores, and the closest oversight and care 
of the children that frequent these shows: 

How all this is to be accomplished it 
is not for this paper to determine. Its 
only desire has been to place a statement 


of the average moving-picture show be- 
fore its readers, assuring thei that the 
case has been understated rather than 
overstated. What is to be done about it?

HEARING HELD TODAY 
ONDOUBLE TAXATION 


BILL INSTATE HOUSE. 


| : 

The committee on taxation in the Leg- 
islature gave a hearing today on the 
bill accompanying the petition of , Ho- 
rati6 G. Curtis and Joseph Wood to pro- 
vide that no taxes shall be assessed on 
personal property situated and subject 
to taxation without thescommonwealth 
or on shares of corporations which are 
organized under the law of other states, 
and the -property of’ which is taxable 
within or without the commonwealth. 

This. is one of the so-called anti- 
double taxation bills. The income of or 
dividend upon such ‘personal property or 
shares; however, is to be included in the 
personal estate for the purpose of taxa- 
tion. 

The general contention of the peti- 
tioners and their supporters is to the 
effect that the Massachusétts taxation 
laws had driven desirable citizens from 
the state afd kept others out of it; 
that if this class' of personal property 


were exempt, it would tend to induce: 


people to regurn to Massachusetts and 
seek residence here, and that conse- 
quently real property would be ad- 
vanced; that the exemption of such prop. 
erty in New York had attracted people 
there instead of here, and that the meas- 
ure was one of the most important be- 
fore the Legislature. 

The opposition was voiced by Chairman 
Hill of the Massachusetts Assessors As- 
sociation, who contended that every ex- 
emption of ‘personal property but in- 
creased the burden of taxatéon on tan- 
gible property,“which he declared was 
now burdened with taxation to the limit.

NEW YORK—The George Junior Re- 
public at Fteeville, N. Y., is one of the 
most interesting and unique institutions 
of its kind in the world. Its work of 
reclaiming boys and girls from the slums 
and turning them out qualified for useful 


careers has received the unqualified in- 
dorsement of ex-President Roosevelt, ex- 
President Eliot of Harvard and many 
other noted men. Its organization as a 
self-governing community makes its work 
in preparing the way for good citizenship 
of particular interest. 

The George Junior Republic was 
founded in 1895 by William George, much 
famed as a humanitarian. Mr..George 
evolved a scheme of his own which he 
pushed rapidly in the direction of suc- 
ceas, Fifteen years of progress at his 
institution have witnessed the sending 
forth of scores of successful “junior” 
citizens. 

The republic picks out boys and girls 

in need of moral support and places 
them in a_ neigh- 
borhood where they Junior ‘Republic 
can rule themselves. to Extend 
Each is assigned to Accommodations 
some particular work. 
Aluminum money ‘is used and work is 
usually worth about 10 cents an hour. 
There is a president, vice-president, sec- 
retary of state and other executive of- 
ficers, all legislation being approved or 
vetoed by My.

The scope of the inquiry did not be- 
come public, however, until Thursday, 
when the grand jury handed up a pre- 
sentment for contempt against the com- 
pany for the latter’s failure to produce 
certain books and papers in response to 
subpoenas. This presentment in itself 
is but a step by the government to as- 
certain its right to the books in ques- 
tion, but its handing up incidentally 
disclosed the nature of the papers de- 
manded and afforded a key to the broad- 
ness of the government’s procedure. 

It has been alleged that the American 
Sugar Refining Company controls 90 per 
cent of the sugar business in this coun- 
try, and a hint of its intricate relations 
with various subsidiary corporations is 
given in the subpoena. It demands, 
among other things, the production of 
all agreements and other instruments 
“made by or to the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company or any officer thereof 
with any other person or corporation in 
and about the purchase by said company 
of stock in 44 companies.”

The audience .called out by the Flon- 
zaley quartet Thursday evening at their 
last concert of the séason filled Chicker- 
ing hall. The four players of this organ- 
ization, Mr. Betti, an Italian, the first 
violin; Mr. Ara, also an Italian, the viola 
player; Mr. Pochon, a Swiss, the second 
violin, and Mr. d’Archambeau, a Belgian, 
the ‘cellist, have been playiny together 
under the patronage of E. J. de Coppet 
of New York for seven years.

With the gevelopment of a sounding 
bell with a note sufficiently power- 
ful that the signal can be sent out from 
the flooded forepeak of a vessel in motion 
through the skin of the hull, it will 
be practicable for commanders to stand 
in the chart rooms of their vessels and 
telephone to each other, in code, through 
the waters of the ocean, at a*depth below 
the influence of wave motion. 


This achievement is sp far only pro- 
spective. But already, submarine signal- 
ing has reached a stage mt which mes- 
sages can be sent to moving ships from 
stationary or very slowly moving sta- 
tions, but ships moving with any degree 
of speed cannot successfully send. 

The velocit¥ and certainty with which 
sound travels under water are far greater 
than in the air, and the submarine bell 
is designed to take the place of fog 
sirens, fog bells and aerial lights. With- 
in the range of the sound of its note it 
is claimed to be a more accurate means 
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sending station placed to mark some 

shore point or a lightship warning of 
shoals, the captain takes down the re- 
ceiver and listens.

The distarfee to which its 
gignal may be “picked up” depends some- 
what on-the depth of draught of the 
vessel carrying the receiving apparatus. 
For a liner the extreme length of radius 
is about 17 miles, while for a small tug 
about five miles is the limit.

WASHINGTON — The cheerful op- 
timism of President Taft is one of the 
interesting features of the present legis- 
lative situation here. He absolutely re- 
‘fuses to be cast down, to believe that 
Congress is to refuse to give him what | 
he wants, that there is to be a party 
split, that his own hold on the people 
ix to be weakened. He has the same ex- 
pansive smile for all his callers, the 
sume glad hand, and both of these he 
uses with ja generosity that fairly com- 
pels belief in the fact that he is mot 
playing @ part. : 

He admits that there has been a slight 
hitch in the législative proceedings, but 
not that it will be serious. Even when 
he asked Senators Beveridge and Carter 
a few days ago to help him see: that the 
Senate busied itself with the administra- 
tion bills and passed them as rapidly as 
possible, he didn’t indicate that he had 
any idea the Senate was to decline to 
meet him half way in the effort to 
frame up a satisfactory legislative pro- 
, gram. 

It must he confessed that the Presi- 
dent’s optimistic bearing is having a 
good deal to do with bringing Congress 
‘in (6th branches around to his way of 
thinking, and the great majority of men 
here will be mistaken if Congress ad- 
journs without earning the executive ap- 
proval. The President’s manner is an- 
other illustration of the truth of the old 
saying about catching flies with vinegar 
and molassés. He creates no antag- 
onism, speaks slowly and deliberately, 
and for the most part in a conversational 
tone, and yet all the time he is saying 
things that are important, and which 
members of the two houses are glad to 
hear. 

His general influence on legislation thus 
far in the present session has been 
marked, and whatever is done of im- 
portance before adjournment will be done 
because he has asked for it. Congress 
-has not for many years been in as close 
touch with a President on legislative 
matters of the first importance as it is 
now, nor more definitely disposed to 
please him if possible, It reminds one 
in some respects of the time when Wil- 
liam McKinley was President, barring 
the momentary strain between him and 
Congress when he was trying to prevent 
war with Spain, and the hotheads of 
Congress were trying to bring war about. 

This era of good feeling between the 
White House and the capitol extends 
also to the Democrats, Some of the 
Democratic leaders, among them Messrs. 
Tillman and Bailey, did not go near the 
White House durmg the Jatter half of 
the Roosevelt administration; they have 
been regular visitors, this winter, intro- 
ducing friends and chatting over affairs. 
Senator Bailey confesses to a great per- 
sonal respect and regard'for the Presi- 
dent, and so does Mr. Tillman. Even 
Senator Davis of Arkansas called at the 
White House the other day, for the first 
time, and came away singing the praises 
of Mr. Taft in a way he had thought 
an,hour before would be impossible.

INDIANA A FEATURE THE GARY OUTPUT 


The repeated rumors of an increase in 
Western Union’s present dividend rate of 
3 per cent to 4 per cent, or possibly 5 
per cent, the old rate for yeas, are 
based in part upon the improvement in 
earnings and the belief that American 


Telephone management is destined still 
Murther to strengthen the company’s 
earning position. 

At the present time, based upon old 
methods of accounting, Western Union 
is easily earning between 6 per cent and 
¢ per cent upon its $100,000,000 capital 
stock. 

At the same time the statement is 
explicitly made that the purpose is to 
make no increase in the present dividend 
rate, certainly for the next five years 
and perhaps not then. This statement 
will prevail, say the officials, regardless 
of whatevers increase in earnings ‘the 
telephone management may be able to 
effect. 

The reason for the determination not 

to pay more than 3 per cent is, broadly 
|speaking, that Western Union needs 
every dollar of surplus earnings it can 
secure to devote to the rehabilitation of 
property. So. far as the expansion into 
new territory® is concerned, Western 
Union would not need to spend $100,000 
per year for the next 10 years, but for 
rehabilitation at least $3,000,000 per an- 
num will be needed for several years: to 
come. 

Western Union is making up its books 
on a much more conservative basis than 
in the recent past. Tunis is another rea- 
son for the determination to stick to 
the present 3 per cent rate. When 
Western Union pays 3 per cent, there- 
fore, it will be from surplus funds actu- 
ally earned in the conduct of the busi- 
ness and which can be paid out without 
impairing either the physical condition 
of plant or current treasury assets. 

It is asserted that the recent inaugu- 
ration by Western Union of “telegraph 
letters” has attracted but a tithe of the 
attention it deserves. In substance this 
step amounts to the preliminary at- 
tempt of the new interests in control of 
the property to popularize the tele- 
graph. It is a well-known fact that. be- 
yond certain well established geographi- 
cal limits the use of the telephone for 
long distance business purposes is not a 
APM orgevie complete success.

UTAH COPPER 


NEW YORK—The United States Steel 
Corporation itself is In position to sat- 
isfy demand for rails, based on the rate 
of consumpton since the first of last 
year. The output of bessemer and open 
hearth rails in 1009 aggregated 3,062,- 
528 tons; the steel rail capacity of the 
steel corporation at present is close to 


3,500,900 tons a year. 

This includes capacity of the Gary 
plants and ‘Tennessee Coal & Iron Com- 
pany- The Gary plants will be in posi- 
tion to roll close to 1,000,000 tons, and 
the Tennessee Coal & Iron Company, 
with improvements and additions, can 
turn out 500,000 a year. 

Previous to construction of the Gary 
plants and acquisition of the Tennessee 
Coal & lron Company, the steel corpora- 
tion produced and sold as high as ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 tons in a year. 
Consequently, its annual capacity is 
close to 3,500,000 tons. 

The rail capacity of the United States 
is in excess of consumption, being be- 
tween 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 tons a 
year. There’ will be Nttle increase in 
rail capacity over the next several vears. 
It will be some time before consumption 
catches up with capacity. 

Present capacity of the steel corpora- 
tion exceeds actual production of steel 
rails in 1909 by 500,000 tons. In no year, 
except 1906, when 3,977,989 tons were 
produced, and in 1907, when 3,633,654 
tons were produced, nas actual output 
exceeded the present capacity of the 
steel corporation.

put of bessemer rails. Thére were pro- 
duced in 1909-1,806,000 tons of besseiner 
rails, compared with 1,256,000 tons of 
open hearth. In 1908, production of bes- 
semer rails amounted to 1,554,000 and 
open hearth 560,300 tons. Of 3,633,654 
tons of rails in 1907, 3,380,000 tons were 
bessemer and 256,704 tons open hearth. 

Popularity of the open hearth rail is 
increasing very rapidly. Output of bes- 
semer rails in 1909 showed a gain of 
33.4 per cent over 1908, whereas open 
hearth revealed a gain of 12]: per cent. 
A few years ago Tennessee Coal & Iron 
Company was the only steel concern pro- 
ducing optn hearth rails.

Improvement in the copper metal 
trade was reflected to some extent to- 
day in the demand for copper shares. 
There was good early, buying of various 
copper issues in Boston and New York 
and advances ranging trom a fraction to 
several points were established during 
the forenoon.

OR JANUARY SHOWS 
SOME IRREGULARITY 


Heavy Movements of Coal 
and Coke in the East and 
‘Lumber in the West but De- 
crease in Live Stock Traffic. 


COTTON SHIPMENTS 


January reports of internal commerce 
movements just made public by the bu- 
reau of statistics of the department of 
commerce and labor show lleavy  move- 
ments of coal and coke in the East an 
of lumber in the far West, increasec 
grain receipts at interior markets, but 
light movements of live stock in the 
middle West and of cotton_in the South. 

Live stock receipts during the month 
aft seven primary interior markets to- 
taled 3,084,892 head, compared with* 
3,706,892 and 4,529,838 he&d received dur- 
ing January, 1909 and 1908. Of the total 
received during the month at these mar- 
kets 709.896 head were cattle. 39.900 
calves, 1,535,704 hogs, 755,148 sheep, and 
44,244 horses and mules. Receipts of 
cattle, sheep, horses and mules show 
larger figures than a vear ago, while 
those of calves and hogs fall decidedly 


below the corresponding figures for the 


earlier years. 

The receipts of hogs were 31 per cent 
below the January, 1909, and 48 per cent 
below the January, 1908, totals, all the 
larger cities sharing in the decline. Thus 
Chicago receipts of hogs are given as 
594, 658 head, or 33 per cent below Janu- 
ary, 1909, receipts and less than half the 
number received in January, 1908. -A 
similar decline is shown in the hog re- 
ceipts at Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
while Omaha and St. Louis likewise show 
considerable, though not so heavy, de- 
clines as compared with the figures for 
the earlier years. 

A large decline is aiso shown in the 
live stock receipts at four principal At- 
lantiec seacoast cities, the total number 
of cattle, hogs, calves and sheep received 
at these four markets during the past 
month, 663,324 head, being 17 per cent 
and 37 per cent below the corresponding 
1909 and 1908 totals. With the excep- 
tion of calves, figures for all animals 
show considerable declines as compared 
with the figures for the year before. 
from 89,973 head in 
87,296 head in January, 1910, the smaller 
total being due, however, exclusively to 
the decrease of cattle receipts at Boston. 

The combined ‘receipts of hogs at these 
‘four markets, 346,618 head, were 19 per 
cent below January, 1909, and 28 per 
cent below January, 1908, totals. all the 
cities  exéept Philadelphia showing 
smaller figures than # vear before. Ar- 
rivals of sheep during the month fell 21 
per cent below the corresponding 1909 
figures, the relative shortage in the sup- 
ply being more pronounced in thé case 
of Boston and New York.

Shipments for the month of pdtking 
house products from Chicago aggregated 
167,380,123 pound compared with 189,- 
884,534 and 213,298,423 pounds shipped 
during Janudry, 1909 and 1908. Com- 
pared with corresponding January, 1909, 
figures the shipments of fresh beef, tal- 
low and hides are the only products 
showing slight increases, all the other 
items, especially cured and canned meats; 
lard, pickled beef and pork showing 
smaller totals than a year ago. 

The eastward trunk line movement of 
provisions from Chicago and Chieago 
junction points for the four weeks in 
January, 72,600 tons, Indicates an even 
heavier decline compared with the cor- 
responding 1909 and 1908 figures of 81,- 
939 and 94,089 tons. The combined stocks 
of meat at five prineipal markets at the 
close of the month, 157,742,940 pounds, 
were almost 50 per cent below the total 
reported a year ago. 

Grain veceipts during the month at 
14 primary interior markets totaled 65,- 
226,037 bushels,.compared with 51,222,- 
172 and 66,440,727 bushels in the same 
mouth in 1909 and 1908. Of the total 
received at these markets 20,331,788 
bushels. was wheat, 24,164,597 corn, 14,- 
044,012 oats, 5895,966 barley, and 789,- 
674 rye. 'The larger monthly inbound 
movement of wheat and corn is mainly 
responsible for the increased total, the 
January receipts of these two grains 
comparing favorably with the’ corre- 
sponding receipts for January, 1908, 
when the laregr movement may. be said 
to have been due primarily to the forced 
export demand for these articles. * 


The shipments during the month of 
flour from 12 important milling centers, 
2,883,416 barrels, compare favorably 
with corresponding 1909 and 1908 figures 
of 2,519,699 and 2,638,146 barrels. The 
grain receipts at the 14 primary inte- 
rior markets during the five months of 
the current crop period beginning with 
September aggregated 387,257,478 bush- 
els, compared with 382,757,186 and 376,- 
572,989 bushels reported for correspond- 
ing periods in 1908-9 and 1907-8. As 
compared with the figures fer the pre- 
ceding season increases are shown in 
the receipts of corn, wheat and rye, 
while decreases appear under the head of 
oats and barley. 

The eagisward trunk line movement of 
grain frém Chicago and Chicago Junction 
points during the four weeks in Janu- 
ary, 10,714,000 bushels, shows a decided 
decline from corresponding figures in 1909 
and 1908, when 15,115,000 and 13,497,000 
bushels were reported.

What Different Nations Call 
Each Other 


The French call our country Etats- 
Unis, but Vereinigte Staaten is the Ger- 
man rendering of the same name. 

Spain, to which we owe so large a 
share of names the new world, is 
Espana to the Spanish themselves, 
Spagna to the Italians, and Espagne to 
the French. 

In the case of our chief metropolis 
the word “new” is generally retained in 
its American form by the French and 
Germans, but translated by the 
Italians and Spanish. The latter speak 
of Nueva York. 

The Mediterranean sea, called by the 
Romans Mare Internum, is variously 
translated. The Germans give the same 
idea in Mittellandisches Meer. 

To all Italians the ancient city 
Roma, as in_Virgil’s time. The form 
used by us is French, and the Germans 
write: simply Rom. London is Londres 
to the French and Londra to the Italians. 
Paris is spelled pretty much the same 
in. all languages, but is variously pron- 
ounced. ‘The most notable exception 
the Italian Parigi. 

There are many places whereof the 
inhabitants would not know the name 
of their own city as given by foreigners. 
For instance, Cologne, on the Rhine, is 
simply Koln in German, a word difficult 
of pronunciation in English. At home 
the people of Florence speak of it 4s 
Firenze; Napoli is the name of Naples; 
Antwerp is Anvers, and in the case of 
Japan we find that the little brown 
men call their country Nippon or Nihow. 

It is a curious fact that sailors of the 
English speaking nations often speak of 
the Atlantic as the “western ocean.

measure that had passed the Senate, when

committee on ways and means had hastened to the speaker’s desk, 
where, we are told, “an animated conference” took place, the result 
of which was some parliamentary maneuvering that shut out Mr. 
Hitchcock's amendments completely. 

It is reported that pending the final, and to them satisfactory, 
disposition of this matter, the Republican leaders were greatly 
disturbed lest the amendment might precipitate a tariff debate, and, 
perhaps, lead to the reopening of the entire tariff question. This at 
once illustrates the timidity of the friends of the present tariff, the 
instability of the system and the need of a safeguard against the 
springing of tariff agitation upon the country, and consequent disturb- 
ance of trade or commerce at any time. The conditions that: make 
possible the danger of amendments like that sought to be introduced 
by Representative Hitchcock are likely to continue until a commission 
organized and authorized to giveéfirst consideration to all matters 
relating to the tariff shall have been created. The incident of 
Wednesday should go a long way toward strengthening the present 
tariff board. .

in 1900, and it is believed the forthcoming census will show an in- 
crease to 90 per cent. It is predicted that if the present census classes 
the unincorporated village’ as towns it will show between 60 and 65 
per cent of the nation’s total population living in cities and towns. 
There must be a reason for all of this. This trend from the country to 
the city is not confined to any one people or race but applies to all 
peoples in all countries. It is quite obvious that if the effects of the 
congestion of population in cities are to be overcome, there must be 
special inducement offered to get people to reside in the country. 
Left to their own choice in the matter, it is seen that they naturally 
drift toward the cities. Perhaps now that all farm products have 
risen in price and seem destined to remain more profitable to the 
farmers than heretofore, more people will engage in agriculture. 
But that the gay, brilliantly lighted streets, the fine parks, the crowds 
of people, schools, churches, places of amusement, and that intimate 
touch of fellow beings, is liked by many, is beyond all doubt.

More than 150,000 boys and girls in the 
United States are today enrolled in junior 
agricultural clubs. This means much for the 
fiiture of the farming industry. - In their 
various competitions the club members are 
learning the reasons for success and failure 
in growing crops, in the dairy, in the poultry 
yard, in the kitchen and all parts of the 
house. What they are learning will show in

results later in larger fields. The junior 
agricultural clubs were started about eleven years ago under the 
direction of the heads of the College of Agriculture of Cornell 
University. There are now in New York state 75,000 children 
getting instruction. Nebraska ranks second, with 25,000 members 
of these clubs; North Dakota, Ohio, Indiana and Mississippi have 
each about 5000 children enrolled, while Oklahoma has 2000. 

As a rule these clubs are made auxiliary to the common schools 
and are conducted under the auspices of officers of agricultural 
societies or departments. Conditions are specified for contests, and 
prizes go to boys who grow the best or the most corn in a certain 
area. Speaking of these organizations, Prof. F. W. Howe of the 
United States department of agriculture says: 

The influence upon the communities at Jarge, the parents as well 
as the children, has been wholesome. ‘Beginning with an awakened inter- 
est in one thing—better seed corn, for example—communities have rap- 

idly extended their interest to other features of rural improvement, with 

the result that in the regions affected by the agricultural club movement 

there has come about a general upward trend in the thoughts and activi- 

ties of the people. 

These clufbs are to be commended for the reason that they are 
practical in their teachings and their work. New England juniors 
are perhaps profiting in this direction; if not, they should have 
similar organizations. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson told in a recent address how 
12,500 southern boys less than eighteen years old planted and culti- 
vated an acre of corn each last year under the direction of his 
department. The best record was made by a South Carolina boy, 
who produced 1521 bushels; a Mississippi boy raised 147 bushels; 
an Arkansas boy 135, and a Virginian 122. - The average of the 
12,500 competitors was 60 bushels, while the average in the country 
at large was but little more than 25 bushels. This shows what our 
boys can do. It 1s time for the men to’ get into intensive farming. 


WHATEVER may be today’s estimates of the 
character of John D. Rockefeller, and they 
vary greatly, there can be little doubt that 
many members of coming generations will 
entertain feelings of gratitude toward him 
for benefits received through the wealth he 
distributed.

enormous, amount, the figures being about | 
$130,000,000. To the general. education | 
board alone which he established he has — 
contributed $53,000,000. Now he proposes to set apart.a portion of 
his vast fortune for another foundation along similar lines but of 
wider scope, and a bill for an incorporation to that end has been 
introduced in the national Senate. The object is stated to be to 
promote the well-being and to advance the civilization of the peoples 
of the United States and its territories and possessions, and of foreign 
lands, in the acquisition and dissemination of knowledge and in the 
promotion of any*’and all of the elements of human progress. 
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Mr. Rockefeller evidently has in mind a grand philanthropic 


undertaking. One of his almoners says that this foundation is not 
designed to meet any present or special situation, and that it will 
not overlap the province of the general education board nor 
draw from the field of that board ir any way. The sum which Mr. 
Rockefeller will devote to this new benefaction is not made public. 
In some quarters it is intimated that it will include the major portion 
of his accumulations. What his fortune amounts to probably no 
person could tell accurately; it certainly extends into hundreds of 
millions and has been put as high as a billion dollars. by a man of 
sound judgment. | This is not the time, perhaps, to discuss the 
methods by which Mr. Rockefeller, as head of the Standard Oil 
Company for a long period, was able to acquire such great posses- 
sions. That he has concluded to devote them to the noble purpose 
outlined should cause the world to rejoice, and to him should be 
awarded all the credit which his gift deserves.

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THE information which reaches Kansas 
City from Washington to the effect that the 
fight on the proposed appropriation for the 
improvement of the Missouri river has een 
resumed, and with renewed vigor, does not 
discourage one of the’ ablest and host 
persistent advocates of the “‘use-the-river” 
idea, the Kansas City Star.  [t 1s at once 
refreshing and inspiring to find that news- 
paper clinging to the main proposition while 
other champions of Missouri river navigation are losing. heart. 

The claims in favor of a Missouri river improvement appropria- 
tion have been strongly presented, asserts the Star. If the campaign 
at Washington fails it. will not be because any argument in tavor of 
the appropriation has been neglected or weakly offered. The tailure 
will be due to the fact that the right of the Missouri to mereased 
federal consideration and enlarged federal appropriation has “not 
been demonstrated by the utilization of such facilities as the river 
affords now and has afforded ever since there was freight to puj 
upon it.” “If the river were in use,” says our contemporary, “such 
a reasonable petition as that now before Congress tor its improve- 
ment could not be“denied.”” This is true. It falls short even of 
expressing the whole cheerful truth. If the river were in use as it 
should be—if its utility commercially were demonstrated as its 
friends say it can be—it would not be necessary for Kansas City 
or any of the other cities along its banks to petition for help, fer 
government and private aid and capital would flow toward it 
naturally. Kansas City and St. Louis have grasped the truth about 
western river improvement and western river commerce development, 
and as soon as full use is made of the Missouri and the Mississippi 
as they are, demonstrating that deeper’ channels are necessary to 
carry the business, the channels will be provided.

Need of 
Educational 
Reform 


THE attention of President Taft was called 
recently to the failure of the applicants for 
admission to West Point and Annapolis by 
Representative Champ Clark of Missofiri, 
who said the young men had been lacking in 
information on rudimentary subjects. In 
an address the President referred to this and 
expressed the belief that the ambition of 
school superintendents throughout the coun- 
try, who have charge of primary and 
secondary education, has led us into a neglect of thoroughness that 
we ought to reform. He said it was true that applicants for 
admission to West Point and Annapolis had fallen short in many 
instances on subjects that every schoolboy ought to know. They’ 
could not spell and were deficient in other rudimentary branches. 

Lack of thoroughness in elementary instruction handicaps a 
pupil in all succeeding studies and courses. Nothing is more 
important than that a good foundation should be laid in the early 
undertakings. Then a strong structure may be built up, one* whose 
walls will not crumble when the tests come later. Troublé often 
originates in the attempts of school boards to introduce too many 
subjects. Time enough for perfection cannot be given by the pupils 
to the subjects that are most important. Consequently, the pupils 
pass along without any fixed or definite knowledge. of facts or 
principles involved. They stumble over what follows, whereas, 
had they been thoroughly instructed, their way would have been 
rendered smooth and easily pursued. Conscientious educators 
cannot. fail to recognize the fact that it is essential to pay cléser 
attention to the simple but important elementary branches, to the end 
that they shall be really mastered. .

At Frepericton, N. -B., recently, an 
important step in the direction of an interna- 
tional agreement as ~to future forest 
protection on both sides of the boundary line 
was taken when Col. W. R. Brown, a 
member of the .New Hampshire forestry 
commission, addressed the Canadian Forestry 
Association on the subject. of forest fires. 
Jt is as pleasing as it is significant of the 
growth of friendly relations along the border : 
that this is the Canadian estimate of Colonel Brown’s talk. Count- 
less millions of valuable timber have been destroyed in both countries, 
and along the international boundary cooperation is absolutely 
necessary to the preservation of forest lands in the future. 
Touching upon this matter, Colonel Brown favored strongly 
the idea of cooperation between the commissions of. neighboring

states and between the state and private owners who wish still further 


to extend the fire patrol at their own expense upon their own property, 
and he held that timber assocrations might well be formed for 
cooperation under the present new law, as has been done in California 
and Idaho. The carrying out of this policy, if generously supported, 
would soon bring us, he maintained, to the time when the land shall 
be evenly clothed in green with well-kept forests, “which are harvested 
in rotation, protected by a network of roads, fire strips and natural 
barriers, and divided up and held, under conservative management, 
by the federal government, state, municipality or. individual”—a 
condition surely worth striving for.
